•WASHINGTON, Dec. 38.---At Boon 


today the approximately 250,000 miles 
of American railway systems silently 
merged into one great continual cnain 
for the winning of trie wir.

ernment operation and control of pub- 
lic utllitiee, passed by without 
formal ceremonies.

Sow War Insurance law Explained la 


XcAdoo'i 'Statement Received 


Here Br J. F. Knrtz. 


A statement issued by W. G. Me-. 


Adoo, secretary of the treasury, to tha 
officers and enlisted men and women 
of the army*and;navy, concerning the 
War Insurance law enacted by Con- 
gress, shows that the families ot sol- 
diers vill be taken care of in a much 
better way than had been 
expected. 


The statement has been received by 
J. Fred Kurtz, chairman of the local 
Red Cross chapter. 


To care for a wife and children dur- 


ing the service, the war insurance law 
compels a soldier to give half his paj 
to the support of his family. The gov- 
ernment then adds, on application, to 
this an allowance ol from $5 to $50 
a month, according to the size of the 
family. 
If an enlisted man 
makes 


some further provision himself for 
the support of a parent, brother, sis- 
ter, or grandchild, they may be in- 
cluded in the government allowance. 


If BJI officer or enlisted maa or nurse 


is disabled as the result ot an injury 
incurred, or disease contracted, while 
in. line of duty, provision is made for 
compensation of from- $30 to $100 per 
month. 
Moreover, if he should die, 


there is compensation of from ?20 to 
$75 a month for his wife, child, or -wid- 
owed mother. 


In order, however to fully protect 


each puson and family. Congress has 
made it possible for 
every 
soldier, 


sailor and nurse to obtain life and 
total disability insurance. This ap-

$10. The ruling, which follows, is ex- 
pected to equalize the increases:
